An attempt was made to utilise tho 


rtertillon system in the apprehension of 
the murderer but again the police -met 
with little or no success. The only mark 
of a. hand in the immediate .vicinity of 
the spot where the crime was commit- 
ted was left upon the rough surface of 
the d90r and was Just faintly visible. 


KVen the switch tiy means of which 
the light was snapped on In thu room

bore no finger prints. And from tne 
way in which tho premises were found 
It seems certain that

snapped this switch to throw off the 
llKht.

"2, Food and forage for our men and 


horses are to be furnished by tho in- 
habitants. Every such delivery will be 
paid for In coin, or a receipt .will bo 
issued, to bo redeemed after the termi- 
nation of the war. 


"3. The inhabitants are to house our 


soldiers and horses in the best man- 
ner and to keep their houses lighted at 
night. «• 
No Bell R!nging( 


"4. The inhabitants are to put the 


roads In a passable condition, to re- 
move all obstacles erected by tho ene- 
my and to give the best support to our 
troops in order that they may be able 
to fulfill their task, doubly difficult in 
a hostile land. 


"5. 3t 
is forbidden to collect 
in 


crowds on the streets, to ring the bells 
or to communicate with the enemy In 
any way whatever. 


"6. All weapons in possession of the 


inhabitants are to be handed over at 
iho town hall within two hours. 


"7. The mayor, the clergymen and 


four well reputed citizens are to ap- 
pear before mo at once to act as host- 
ages during tho stay of tho troops. 


"Undo.r these conditions, I repeat it 


the lives and private property of the 
inhabitants aro perfectly secure. The 
strict discipline to which our soldiers 
are accustomed even renders it-possi- 
ble that no Inhabitant will bfi compell- 
ed to neglect his business affairs or to 
desert Ma home and hearth. 
On tho 


other hand, I shall adopt the most 
stringent measures as soon as tho 
above conditions are not observed. 


"In this respect I shall hold the host- 


ages in tho first instance responsible. 
Besides this, every citizen will be shot 
who is found with a weapon In his 
hands or committing any act whatever 
hostile to our troops. 


"Finally, the entiro city Is responsi- 


ble for the Heeds of every individual 
citizen, and the citizens will do well to 
keep mutual oversight over each other 
In order that they may avoid the un- 
pleasant consequences that must fol- 


low upon any co-operation, "with the 
enemy." 


As a. consequence of nonobservance 


of such proclamations a number of vil- 
lages on the French frontier wero 
burned and the inhabitants punished. 


Daniel Lynda Blount, a young1 Amer- 


ican business man who had been liv- 
ing1 In Brussels, told of some-thrilling 
happenings in Belgium. He went to 
Antwerp from Brussels with Hugh 
Gibson, secretary of the American le- 
gation, who was carrying dispatches 
Cor the state department. They were 
in Antwerp when tho Zeppelin, dealt 


eath from the sky and observed the 
evastation it wrought 
They passed 


hrough 
tho 
German and 
Belgian 


armies and were at times in ticklish 
pots. ' 
Describing his trip to Antwerp and 
eturn, Blomit said; 


'Wo started from Brussels In our 


notor. We carried an American 'flag 
m tho hood, also a placard saying. 
American Legation' in French and 
German in front and behind. We pass- 
ed out of the city, going very slowly; 
perhaps ten miles an hour. We cams 
;o tho German forces. It was ticklish 
joing, as skirmishers were hiding be- 
lind bushes at the roadside. Finally 
wo came to tho last of tho German 
trenches, In front of Mallncs. 


"We met a party of eight German, 


uhlans, tho remainder of a patrol of 
about twenty which had made a raid 
upon Mulines. They had two cartloads 
of Belgium peasants who wero forced 
to go along in front as a protection, tha 
Belgians not wanting to lire on their 
own people. 


"Tho commander, revolver In hand, 


which kept pointing at my head all the 
time, held us up, discussing whether ho 
would permit our passing. Finally he 
did so, and wo went into the most haz- 
ardous part of our trip—the stretch be- 
tween the Belgian and German lines. 
An uncomfortable experience it was. 


"We got to a drawbridge, and It took 


a lot of argument to induce the Bel- 
gians to lower it. Then we got to Ant- 
werp, where the placards on the motor 
announcing our nationality, created en- 
thusiasm. 


"In Antwerp Mr. Gibson went about 


his business of filing dispatches. 
\Va 


saw tho British minister and other- 
diplomats at Antwerp. 
Tha British 


minister's wife said that the German 
occupation of the king's palace outside 
Brussels, where " the 
invaders were 


drinking up the royal wine, was, ehe 
thought, 'very bad form.'"

The allies have been obliged to give ground at certain points on the western side o£ Mm battle line. 


This is announced in a statement issued by. tho French war office at throe o'clock this afternoon. 


The .announcement is brief, containing only the additional information that the battle continues with 


great violence north of the Oise without decisive result and that there is no change on the remainder of 
the front. 


A wireless despatch direct from Berlin to Sayville, L. I.,, today brings a long German official state- 


ment in which, however, there is no reference whatever to the great engagement in which the allies are 
attempting to turn the German right'wing in'northern FI-PYICC and reach the German line of communication to 
Belgium. 
- 


The German war office declares that in the siege of Antwerp, forts Lierrc, Waclhem and Konigshoy'cht 


have been taken, opening the way for an attack on the inner circle of fortifications and the city proper. 


As indicating the activity of the London censorship it may bo, noted that today's wireless message is 


the first to bring to this country the German Official, claim to having reduced three of the forts at Antwerp.. The 
fact that such a claim had been made was betrayed by a reference made to it in a general summary of the 
war situation from London last night, showing that ths German official announcement had been received in 
London though it was 'not permitted to reach the United States textually. 


Belgian denials that any of their forts had fallen name from Antwerp by way of London yesterday and 


again today an official Belgian announcement which.passed through the hands of the British censor declares 
that the situation of the fortified positions around Antwerp remains unchanged today. 


The German war office says that the Russian left wing was defeated after a furious battle of two days 


on the Nielsen river.

This is tho new aim in re 
llerloua education, nnd that is why the 
school is turning more and more to

things In history of church, during 
the last 10 years was tho redecorating 
of tho Interior. 
Tt lias always been 


a well proportioned church and one 
easy to speak in. 
But when I first 
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Iso ono need be without an education tho proper authorities. There has been 


nowadays, and no one can find a limit i so nluch of lllia protesting that no- 
iody pays tho least lined to it, but

soldiers and horses In" tho best man-| 
ner and to keep their houses lighted at 
night.

"4. The inhabitants are to <put the 


roada in a passable condition, to re- 
move all obstacles erected by tho ene- 
my and to give the host support to our 
troops in order that they may be able 
to fulfill their task, doubly dimcult in 
a hostile land. 


"5. -It 
Is 
forbidden 
to 
collect 
In 


crowds on the streets, to ring the bells 
or to communicate with the enemy in 
ii,ny way whatever. 


"6, All weapons In possession of the 


inhabitants are to bo handed over at 
tho town hall within two hours. 


"7. The mayor, the clergymen and 


four well reputed citizens are to ap- 
pear before me at once to act as host- 
ages during tho stay of tho troops. 


"Under these conditions, I repeat It, 


tho lives and private property of the 
inhabitants aro perfectly secure. Tho 
strict discipline to which our soldiers 
nro accustomed even renders It possi- 
ble that no inhabitant will bo compell- 
ed to neglect his business affairs or to 
desert his homo and hearth. 
On the 


other hand, I shall adopt the most- 
stringent measures as soon as tho 
abovo .conditions are not observed. 


"In this respect I shall hold the host- 


ages In tho first instance responsible. 
Besides this, every citizen will be shot 
who is found with a weapon In his 
hands or committing any act whatever 
hostile to our troops. 


"Finally, the entire city la responsi- 


ble for tho. deeds of every Individual 
citizen, and the citizens will do well to 
keep mutual oversight over each other 
In order that they may avoid the un- 
pleasant consequences that must fol- 


low upon any co-operation with the 
enemy." 


As a consequence of nonobservance 


of such proclamations a number of vil- 
lages on the French frontier were 
burned and the inhabitants punished. 


Daniel Lynda Blount, a young Amer- 


ican business man who had been liv- 
ing in Brussels, told of some thrilling 
happenings in Belgium. He went to 
Antwerp from

Gibson, secretary of the American le- 
gation, who wns carrying dispatches 
for the state department. They were

Describing Ills trip to Antwerp and 


return. Blount said: 


\Vc started from Brussels • In our

German in front nnd behind. We pass- 
ed out of the city, going very slowly, 
perhaps ten miles an .hour. Wo cama 
Lo the German forces. It was ticklish 
going, as skirmishers were hiding be- 
hind bushes at the roadside.

we c:uno to the last of the German- 
trenches, in front of Malinei 


We met a party of eight German 


uhlans, tho remainder of a patrol of 
about twenty which hud made a raid 
upon Mnllncs. They had two cartloads 
of Belgium peasants who were forced 
to go along in front as a protection, the 
Belgians not wanting to lire on their 
own people. 


"The commander, revolver in hand, 


which kept pointing at my head all tha 
time, held us up, discussing whether ho 
would permit our passing. Finally h« 
did so, and wo went into tho most haz- 
ardous part of our trip—the stretch be- 
tween tho Belgian nnd German lines. 
An uncomfortable experience H was. 


"Wo got to a drawbridge, and it took 


a lot oC argument to indxice tho Bel- 
gians to lower It. Then we got to Ant- 
werp, where the placards on the motor 
announcing our nationality created en- 
thusiasm. 


"In Antwerp Mr. Gibson went about

"our-lady of the cannon," who thinks 
nothing of spending a morning in the 
workshops following every stage of tho 
work there. 


At the time of her marriage to Baron 


Gustavo von 
Bohleu und Halbach 


Bertha Krupp made her entire trous- 
seau with her own fingers, much to the 
disgust of .the fashionable dressmakers 
of all Germany. 


Ever since her father's death, when 


ho bequeathed his $40,000,000 plant.to 
his seventeen-year-old daughter, Ber- 
tha Krupp has been queen, socially and 
economically, of a city, of moro than a 
quarter million people, nearly every 
inhabitant of which Is dependent for 
a livelihood on the mammoth industry 
she controls. 


By the provision of her father's will 


tho city of. Essen virtually became 
Bertha Krupp's private property. In 
addition to.the-40,000 men employed in 
her gun works others are toiling for 
her in tho numerous outside Krupp 
holdings, and it is estimated that prac- 
tically the entire population of tho city 
is more or less dependent upon her for 
a living, taking into account tho fami- 
lies of the workers.
